Agency orders full steam 
ahead on dam study

Stepping up its efforts to try to come 
up with more water for areas needing it. 
the Santa Barbara County Water Agency 
Monday took steps to have the 
Salsipuedes Reservoir Project in Lom­ 
poc Valley given full feasibility ex­ 
amination on the federal and state 
lev«ls. 


The Water Agency directors, with 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher sitting as 
chairman, approved actions on the 
recommendation of Water Agency 
engineer-manager Charles H. Lawrance. 
Lawrance described the project as the 
“ largest undeveloped water source we 
have at this time.” 


Agency directors voted to send out let­ 
ters under the signature of chairman 
Fletcher to the following; 
—Billy E, Martin, regional director. 
Mid-Pacific Regional Office, Bureau of 
Reclamation regarding “ Request for 
Preliminary Interpretation of Eligibility 
of Salsipuedes Project for Federal 
Funding Under Certain Alternative 


Arrangements." 
—U.S. Sen Alan Cranston (and other 
members of the California Congressional 
delegation in separate letters) regarding 
“ Interest of Santa Barbara County in 
Early Preliminary Determination of 
Feasibility of the Salsipuedes Project.” 
—E 
Frank Gregory. State Depart­ 
ment of Transportation district director, 
regarding “ Request for Study Informa­ 
tion on Highway 1 Relocation for Possi­ 
ble Salsipuedes Dam Project.” 
Salsipuedes Creek is on the lower 
Santa Ynez River system. 


Lawrance told the directors that the 
city of Lompoc “ is most anxious” to 
determine the economic feasibility of the 
project, and recently asked the as­ 
sistance of the Water Agency in this mat­ 
ter. 


He said the project, if carried out. 
would be on the Salsipuedes Creek a 
short distance upstream of its con­ 
fluence with the Santa Ynez River near 
Lompoc Narrows.

free OPEC hostages 


ALGIERS, Algeria (U PI) - Pro- 
Palestinian terrorists who kidnaped the 
world’s top oil ministers in a bloody 
shootout in Vienna surrendered quietly 
today, freeing their hostages unharmed 
at the end of a 25-hour hopscotch flight 
around North Africa. 
The guerrillas — four men and a 
woman calling themselves the “ Arm of 
the Arab Revolution" — stepped slowly 
from the Austrian Airlines DC9 and 
handed over their machineguns to 
Algerian police.

The terrorists decided to end the siege 
j 
after airline crew members, exhausted 
j 
from criss-crossing the Arab world, said 
they were too tired to fly any further. 
Algerian and Austrian officials at 


Algiers Airport then negotiated the sur­ 
render. 
After the gang gave up, Algerian of­ 
ficials whisked the commandos to police 
headquarters in an official Algerian 
government car. 
Some Algerian officials said the com­ 
mandos might he put on trial. Others 
said they might be handed over to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
which has condemned their action. 
Other officials recalled that in the 
past, other terrorist gangs simply have 
“ disappeared” — apparently allowed to 
return to their guerrilla bases. 
The terrorists demanded an end to 
Arab cooperation with Israel and to con­ 
tribute monev to the Palestinian cause. 
Shooting erupts in Lebanon 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (U PI) - New 
shooting in Beirut forced cancellation of 
a scheduled meeting of parliament to­ 
day. East of the capital heavy fighting 
raged for the second day in Zahle, 
Lebanon’s fourth largest city. 
Government sources said Syria has 
agreed to crack down on illicit arms 
shipments into Lebanon in an attempt to 
halt a rapidly expanding war east of 
Beirut that has killed more than 70 
persons, according to government 
sources. 
Sniper fire and gunmen roaming the 
streets of downtown Beirut kept the 


commercial sector deserted and 
deputies were unwilling to brave flying 
bullets to reach parliameni house, 
located in the downtown area 
Only nine members of the 99man house 
managed to reached parliament — driv­ 
ing up in armored cars, and surrounded 
by bodyguards. Speaker Kamal Assad 
cancel^ the session when there was no 
quorum. 
A security bulletin said the situation 
had deteriorated in Zahle, 25 miles from 
Beirut where more than 70 persons died 
in fighting Monday with another 130 
wounded.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Internal 
Revenue Service will send out 84 million 
income tax forms the day after 
Christmas, possibly the largest single 
mailing in history 
The forms go to homes and businesses 
across the country and are due back in 
the government’s hands by April 15 
The delivery of the tax kits is the final 
step of a process which began Dec. 1 at 


printing plants in Gallatin, Tenn.. Green 
Bay. Wis . and Warsaw. Ind. the Postal 
Service said. 
The entire shipment will go straight 
from printer to taxpayer, it said. T^e 
forms will be sent by 360 trucks from the 
printers to 317 postal ceniers for sorting 
and distribution to local post offices, 
"possibly the largest single shipment in 
U S history." the postal service said

Public pulse 
to be felt on 
campus smoking 


A committee of educators and parents 
will use a computer to correlate answers 
to a questionnaire on the controversial 
on-campus smoking question TTie survey 
will be mailed to thousands of persons 
Effective Jan. 1, trustees of Lompoc 
Unified School District can avail 
themselves of permissive state law. and 
create on-campus smoking areas at the 
two high schools. The controversial law 
permits school boards either to create 
the smoking areas, or not to as they see 
fit 
It is the purpose of a committee 
formed by Supt Clarence Bloom to tap 
community sentiment on the question 
Results of the survey will be forwarded 
to Bloom, who will then make a recom­ 
mendation to the school board 


Copies of an elaborate questionnaire 
will be included in the utility billings 
mailed to 9,000 homes in the City of Lom­ 
poc. according to Robert Wiener, dean of 
students at Cabnllo High School and a 
coordinator of the survey with John 
Murray of Lompoc High School 


Copies of the questionnaire will also be 
mailed to 4.000 homes in Vandenberg 
Village and Mission Hills Finally the 
questionnaire will be given to students 
and teachers, and the mix of answers 
will be fed into a computer at Cabrillo 


The questionnaire consists of nine 
questions, including the ninth, “ Do you 
use tobacco in any form'’’’

State Henry A Kissinger sternly warned 
the Russians today that the United States 
us not blinded by detente and will 
“ resist" Soviet efforts at military expan­ 
sion in Angola and anywhere else 
In a news conference which centered 
on Angola’s bloody civil war. Kissinger 
said relations between the world’s two 
superpowers will “ become more tense” 
if Russia continues to pipe arms into the 
west African nation 
At the same time, he attacked a de­ 
mand by Congress that the administra­ 
tion end covert aid to factions fighting 
Soviet and Cuban supp«irted leftists in 
Angola 
“ There is no question that the United 
Stales will not accept Soviet militar>’ ex­ 
pansion of any kind," said Kissinger “ If 


It continues Its actions, such as in 
Angola, we will without any doubt 
resist " 
He did not elaborate 
“ Unless the Soviet Union shows 
restraint in its foreign policy actions, our 
relations are hound to become more 
tense." he said 
The leftist Inwps being supplied with 
Russian arms is fighting two other 
groups for control of the former Por­ 
tuguese African colony 
The Senate recently demanded that the 
Ford administration immediately cut off 
an estimated $60 million in CIA covert 
aid to another faction in the West 
African nation's blo<Kly civil war 
“ W’e do not confuse the relaxation of 
tensions with permitting the Soviet 
Union to expand its sphere of influence 
by military action,” Kissinger said 
“ If it continues its actions, such as in 
Angola, we will without any doubt resist 
Failure to resist will convince olh^r 
countries that their own security is at 
stake " 
Kissinger indicated that continuation 
of Soviet intervention in Angola could

jeopardize his planned visit to Moscow 
next month for talks with 5k)viet leaders 
aimed at re-opening the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks 
“ We will have to see what the situation 


i s ” said Kissinger But he said he still 
planned to make the trip 
Kissinger said the administration is 
currently sending 18 million to Angola — 
money still in the pipeline - but at­ 
tacked the congressional action on 
further U S economic and military aid 
to Angola 
"It makes our negotiating position 
with the Soviet I mon much more dif­ 
ficult " he said 
Kissinger said the administration is 
still working through diplomatic chan­ 
nels to slow down communist help

Angola 
“ If this does not succeed by the time 
Congress returns," he said, 'we will go 
bark to ( ongress” and present the situa­

“ We have no objection to the MPI A 
I the Soviet supported group) as long as it 
IS an African organization." .said Kis­ 
singer “ The issue is whether the United 
States will disqualify itself from gmng 
minimal aid to two-thirds of the popula­

He added that U S failure to provide 
aid which had been channeled through 
neighboring African countries, would en- 
rmirage foreign intervention in other 
places around the world and “ undermine 
any hope of international support" for a 
negotiatiHl settlement in Angola 
Kis.singer said that all the United 
States wants to see is a negotiated solu­ 
tion among the three Angolan factions 
leading, possibly, to a coalition govern­ 
ment 
Such a solution is apparently impossi­ 
ble so long as the Soviet Union and Cuba 
continued their assistance to the MPLA, 
he said 
President signs bill 
to extend tax cuts 


GRAND JUN(TI()N , Colo (Uf’U 
I’resident Ford today signed a bill which 
will keep Americans from paying higher 
income taxes next year 
Ford signed the bill aboard Air Force 
One while en route to Vail. Colo , for a 
week-long skiing vacation with his fami­ 
ly. a White House spokesman said 
Congress approved the measure before 
adjourning last Friday for Christmas 
after the lawmakers and Ford reached a 
compromise on Ford’s demand for a 
strict spending ceiling 
The vaguely 
worded compromise allowed Ford to 
sign the bill, but does not restrict 
Congress from making its own budget 
Basically. Ford’s approval of the bill 
means there will be no change in weekly 
tax withholding rates in paychecks next 
month 
Therefore, the amount of income tax 
withheld from checks the first week of 
January will he the same as the amount 
withheld in the last week of December 
If the bill had not been signed, 
withholding rates would have gone up by 
$2 to $6 per week beginning the first 
week in January as I975’s tax cuts ex­ 
pired 
On a full-year basis, the tax bill 
amounts to a $16 8 billion loss to the 
Treasury — and gam for taxpayers. Of 
that saving. $14 9 billion goes to in­ 
dividuals and the rest for business 
The bill covers only the first six 
months of 1976, but there is little doubt 


that Congress will vote early next year to 
exU'nd these cuts through the full year 
and perhaps enlarge them 
The long battle between Ford and 
Congress over whether to attach a fiscal 
1977 spending ceiling to Uie bill probably 
was the most confusing aspec’l of this Wll 
to the average taxpayer, especially after 
Ford accepted compromise antis- 
pending language that was almost 
meaningless 


Press .Secretary Ron Nessen said Ford 
also put in about an hour of work before 
leaving the White House, signing some 
relatively minor bills and approving 
some personnel appointments 


Air Force One landed at midmoming 
under grey skies and snow flumes Also 
aboard were Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld and his family 
The President led both his dog, 
I.iberty. and his son Jack's new puppy — 
a ('hesapeake Bay retriever — on 
leashes as he left the plane 
After .several minutes of greeting a 
few dozen persons at the Grand Junction 
airport, tin* President climbed aboard a 
waiting helicopter for a one-hour ride 
over tin* Rocky Mountains to the resort 
village of Vail, Colo . where the first 
family was gathering for a traditional 
Christmas rt*union 
Nessen said the trip “ is a chance for 
the President to get away for six or

Lompoc Planning Commission, last 
night, rejected a recommendation of the 
Community Development Department, 
and gave its blessing to a radiator repair 
shop in commercial zones — a use that is 
presently designated “ non-c‘onforming " 
The commission voted 3-1 to recom­ 
mend that the city council find radiator 
repair shops are an acceptable use in the 
C-2-R. or central business zone, with a 
conditional use permit Commission 
chairman William Fick made the mo­ 
tion. picked up a second from Robert 
Kranig, and a third and deciding vote 
from John Peto Commissioner Vernon 
Copeland voted “ no" and William I’aulin 
was absent 
Fick’s motion that a conditional use 
permit be issued to Leroy Begg to set up 
the radiator repair shop at 219 E Ocean 
Ave . was approved 4-0 Fick included in 
his motion the stipulation that the com­ 
mission would review the permit in a 
year and that a small paint spray booth 
be fully enclosed for esthetic reasons 
Begg must also meet all other require­ 
ments of law 
The commission decision followed a 
lengthy philosophical debate with Kranig 
and Ftck at the outset, critical of the 
restrictions as set forth by the planning 
department 
The staff had recom­ 
mended "The Community Development 
Department recommends that the Plan­ 
ning Comnassion reaffirm the intent and 
purpose of the C-2-R zone and provisions 
of the conditional use permit by finding 
that the repair and replacement 


radiators and cooling systems are incon­ 
sistent with the zone and uses permitted 
within the zone 
“ Further, that the application for con­ 
ditional use permit be denied on the basis 
that the proposed use is not allowed in 
the C-2 zone, it is not similar to any use 
allowed therein, and is provided for in 
the C M zone by ordinance” 


In defen.se of his request. Begg said 
automotive repairs, which he said was 
liberally practiced along the C-2-R zone 
was as abnoxious and sometimes worse 
than a radiator repair shop 
Urban planner .Mike Kaufman, who 
has been guiding the commission in the 
absence of a community development 
director, agreed that there was already a 
radiator repair shop in the zone, but said 
It was non-conforming and would he 
phased out in about 14 years 


In other action, the commission- 
Recommended council approval for 
rezonmg from PI>-H-2 to PD-R-l on 2 34 
acres located between W and X streets 
and between Ocean Way and Walnut 
Avenue A spokesman for the developer 
told The Record that 14 single family 
homes were planned 
— Gave routine approval for *he City 
of Lompoc’s Housing .Assistance Plan. 
The action was a first step for council 
compliance with state law 
.A public 
hearing will be held by the council to 
clear the way for city acquisition of 
funds for housing assistance 
The 
package will hec*ome a park of the city’s 
housing element of the general plan as 
mandated bv state law

Supervisors approve staff study into 


economic feasibility of county split

Santa Barbara County Board 
of Supervisors went into an ex­ 
tensive debate Monday on the 
proposal of Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher to split the county in 
two. with a new Los Padres 
County suggested for the north 
area 
By a 4-1 vote, the board ap­ 
proved having an economic 
feasibility study completed by 
county staff at a cost of approx­ 
imately $4.000 in county time 
Supervisors Frank J 
Frost 
and Robert E 
K allm an 
proposed that the county staff 
carry’ out a "thorough, objec­ 
tive and expert study." 


The auditor-controller’s of­ 
fice and county counsel's office 
would be "lead agencies" in the 
study 
Supervisor James M. Slater 
opposed the idea on the grounds 
that it seemed to him it was 
leading to having the county 
donate public funds for a 
•private political enterprise" 
engineered by Supervisor 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria 


Fletcher's office has revealed 
it has been working on such a 
feasibility study for months, 
but has had trouble completing 
it. 


County staff has already been 
called on to help, it was under­ 
stood that the $4.000 figure 
represents county time already 
committed to the study 


Fletcher said he felt the staff 
help was providing a benefit to 
all county residents, as it would 
help to set out whether a split

W ASHINGTON (CPU - The 
Federal Election Commission 
today authorized the Treasury 
to make the first federal pay­ 
ment totaling $2 5 million to 10 
presidential candidates and the 
two major political parties 
In certifying the payments, 
the FEC noted that President 
Ford and Sen Lloyd M Bentsen 
Jr . D-Tex.. had both received 
about $1,000 each in corporate

Murder during rape 
not capital offense 


BOSTON (UPI) - The Mas­ 
sachusetts Supreme court has 
ruled that the death penalty 
cannot be imposed as punish­ 
ment for murder committed 
during a rape 
The seven-member court 
ruled in two separate cases 
released Monday. Chief Justice 
G Joseph Tauro. who wrote the 
majority opinions in both, said 
the death penalty for murder in 
connection with rape is illegal 
because it violates the constitu­ 
tional guarantees of due proc­ 
ess and protection from "cruel 
and unusual punishment” 
The court dealt only with the 
imposition of the death penalty 
for murder during rape and left 
open the possibility that capital 
punishment might be permitted 
for other types of murders if 
the threat of death can be 
shown to be the best deterrent. 
Gov Michael S. Dukakis, who 
has vetoed legislation calling 
for a mandatory death penalty 
in 10 categories of murder in­ 
cluding killing during rape, 
called the court ruling a land­ 
mark. 
“Tbe court decision sanc­ 
tifies human life,” Dukakis 
said. “ For it is difficult to 
reconcile the willful taking of a 
human life by the state with the 
moral and ethical principles 
which have governed Mas­ 
sachusetts since its founding” 
In the first case, in which a 
man was convicted of the rape- 
murder of a 55-year-old woman, 
the court said, “ We hold that 
the mandatory dealth penalty 
for murder committed in the 
course of rape or attempted

Students get 
evidence in 
Agnew case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
sponding to two law students 
who say the American people 
are entitled to know why Spiro 
Agnew resigned, a federal 
judge has ordered the Justice 
Department to give her the 
evidence used against the 
former vice president. 
Judge June Green said Mon­ 
day she w ill review the 
materials privately and decide 
whether they can be made 
public. 
The Justice Department has 
been resisting for six months, 
ever since Bruce Feder, 25, of 
Phoenix. Ariz., and Roy Bald­ 
win. 24, of Lincoln. Neb., stu­ 
dents at George Washington 
University’s Law Center, filed 
a freedom of information suit to 
obtain the full case against 
Agnew. 
Agnew was the only vice 
president forced to resign to 
avoid going on trial. 
Baldwin argued the case 
himself in a voice so low the 
judge interrupted to tell him to 
speak up. 
Agnew pleaded no contest to 
a single charge of income tax 
evasion on Oct. 10, 1973, 
received a suspended prison 
sentence and left office. He did 
not dispute a 40-page Justice 
Department summary which 
said he systematically solicited 
and received bribes from 
engineering firms with business 
with Maryland when he was 
governor and took cash even in 
the vice president’s office. 
“ After six months, finally 
we’re getting some responses 
out of the United States 
government,” said Baldwin 
after the ruling. “ It’s an ex­ 
hilarating experience.” 
The Justice Department ar­ 
gued that release of the 
evidence could hamper the in­ 
vestigation into Maryland cor­ 
ruption. That investigation led 
to the recent indictment of 
Maryland Gov, Marvin Mandel, 
who succeeded Agnew in office. 
The department said the 
documents refer to one person 
“ who is likely to be formally 
charged with crime in the very 
near future.” It said publication 
might hinder a fair trial or 
violate the privacy of innocent 
persons whose names cropped 
up in the investigation,

A spokesman said Dunlop 
would take a couple of weeks to 
consider his next move Dunlop 
issued a statement saying the 
veto “ comes as no great sur­ 
prise. for the pressures on him 
to do so were substantial.” 
“ I am naturally disappointed, 
for 1 maintain my conviction 
that on its merits, the enact­ 
ment of this legislation could 
have done much to stabilize this 
nation’s construction in­ 
dustry” 
The construction industry 
hailed the veto, but the As­ 
sociated Builders and Contrac­ 
tors urged Dunlop to stay in his 
job because "the industry sore­ 
ly needs his pragmatic ap­ 
proach to its problems."

LEFS TALK ABOUT 
NEWSPAPER 
ADVERTISING 


By Bob Bostick 


WHICH IS BEST, DISPLAY OR CLASSIFIED? 


Generally speaking classified advertising is looked on 
as the b«*st means of advertising and ultimately selling 
used items that accumulate around the home and have no 
further use, but could be of value to another private 
parly. This form of classified, plus the help wanted 
columns, make up a large portion of ail classified 
advertising over the country. However, classified adver­ 
tising of new merchandise has a very distinct advantage 
to the businessman. 
Example #1: The reader sees your display advertise­ 
ment. but for some reason does not clip it to remind him 
to lake action. When he reaches the classified section he 
sees your classified ad which states. “See our display ad 
on page 9.’’ He is immediately reminded to turn back to 
page 9 and clip the display ad. Of course, this type of 
classified would work the same on anyone who has missed 
seeing your display ad. 
Example #2: Commercial classifieds usually conUin 
more detailiid copy and therefore can be used for 
additional sales messages to enhance display ads 
appearing in the same edition. In brief, the display ad, in 
some cases, may almost sell the reader on coming in. 
and when he gets to your classified it serves to add the 
final touch necessary to convince him. 


Example P3: There are some people with limited 
reading habits. Some read only the display ads. while 
others read only the classifieds. If you use both display 
and classified you reach both categories. 


Certain products and services surely attract far more 
reader attention in display advertising, due to the 
necessity for illustrations or pictures to properly present 
them, while others can be described as well by an 
all wording classified ad. Fortunately, however, almost 
every product or service lends itself to both forms of 
newspaper advertising. 
When a business needs display advertising, as most 
surely do, it cannot ever be replaced entirely by classi­ 
fieds. To attempt to substitute in thb manner has been 
proved to be a very serious unwise move for 
businessmen. But. obviously the two forms can work 
effectively together and each can make the other far 
more resultful. 
So, to say which is best, display or classified, requu’es a 
multi faceted answer, which would create the conclusion 
that both have their purpose in almost every business ad­ 
vertising budget. If yours is a business that has never 
used both forms of advertising it would be to your 
advantage to lest this method of reaching more prospec­ 
tive customers. But, as with all “tests in advertising, be 
sure to run your ads for a sufficient len^h of time to give 
you a fair and complete result evaluation.

Isabel unshaken 
by coup attempt

BUENOS AIRES. Argentina 
<UPI) — President Isabel 
Peron. unshaken by an at­ 
tempted coup and widespread 
calls for her resignation, says 
she is determined to remain in 
office until her term ends in 
1977 
‘No one should doubt that I 
will fulfill my irrevocable duty 
to exercise the powers that the 
people have given me.” she 
said in a nationwide broadcast 
Monday. 
The four-day uprising ended 
peacefully Monday morning 
when its leaders were arrested 
and rebels holding the Buenos 
Aires airport and suburban 
Moron airbase surrendered 
There were no casualties dur­ 
ing the uprising, although loyal 
air force planes bombed and 
strafed the Moron base Satur­ 
day. 
Commenting on the rebellion. 
Mrs. Peron said ” ... in the same 
way I have avoided bloodshed 
among brothers. I will defend 
the constitutionality of the 
country and its government, 
which I lead and represent. 
“ I will not allow anyone with 
petty pretexts to usurp the 
power which belongs to the peo­ 


ple of the Argentine nation. 
“ I have acted with human 
and Christian sentiments, but 
no one should confuse serenity 
with weakness.” she said 
Mrs 
Peron took power 17 
months ago following the death 
of her husband. President Juan 
Peron, 
Her term officially ends May 
25. 1977 but she recently an­ 
nounced national elections 
would be moved up from 
March. 1977 to October. 1976 
The rebellion sparked strong 
military and political pressure 
for her resignation 
According to m ilitary 
sources. Army Commander Lt 
Gen Jorge Videla. who refused 
to support the rebellion, told 
Mrs. Peron she must either 
resign or allow a military 
takeover of the government if 
she wanted to end the uprising 
Opposition congressmen told

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
U S Bureau of 1-and Manage­ 
ment has issued the first non­ 
competitive geothermal leases 
on federal lands in California, 
state BUM Director Ed Haste?

'Fundamental' school gets 
judge's ok to stay open 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Supreme Court Justice William 
H Rehnquist is willing to leave 
Pasadena. Calif, free to con­ 
tinue for now a “ fundamental 
school” established in the sum­ 
mer of this year. 
A U.S. District Court, ruling 
against the idea, said the city 
school board had not met its 
burden of showing that the new 
school would mean renewed 
racial segregation. The court 
ordered its students returned to 
their previously assigned clas­ 
srooms. 
The decision has been stayed 
twice by judges of the 9th Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals. That 
court of Dec. 2 declined further 
stays but ordered early argu­ 
ments. 
Rehnquist Monday granted 
the board's request to continue 
to stay while the Circuit Court 
looks into the matter because 
the Supreme Court has agreed 
to hear a related phase of the 
case. Were it not for that fact, 
he said, he would deny the ap­ 
plication. 
Rehnquist said if he denied a 
stay there would be “ at least 
some disruption of the school 
system in the middle of the 
school year.” 
He also noted one of the is­ 
sues now before the justices is

Bruin hero of 
'66 Rose Bowl 
recalls tackle

LOS ANGKLES (UPI) — "I can still remember the of­ 
ficials placing the ball on my side of the field and thinking, 
'Oh no, they’re coming my way ’ It was an awful feeling.” 
Bob Stiles, UCLA's undersized and unlikely hero in the 1966 
Rose Bowl, was reliving the past And there's nothing to 
relive like old football glories. 
“ It looked like the whole Michigan State team was coming 
in my direction around their right end,” he continued "Bob 
Api.sa, their fullback, had the ball and he looked as big as a 
house I thought, ‘Oh, my gosh,’ and then one of our 
linebackers. Dallas Grider, grabbed him by the shoulder on 
about the three-yard line” 


"Dallas held him up long enough for me to get an angle and 
somehow we were able to bring him down on about the three- 
inch line It was an incredible experience” 
At 5-9 and 175 pounds. Stiles stopped Apisa’s two-point con­ 
version attempt with 31 seconds left to preserve the Bruins' 
14-12 upset of the national champion Spartans. 


He was knocked unconscious by his leaping tackle but 
Api.sa didn’t make it and the Rose Bowl erupted into 
delirium The Bruins’ left cornerback was voted the Player 
of the Game. 
Ten years later, Stiles is an actor still struggling to make 


it He lives in an apartment in Westwood and is able to get by 
by making commercials. He’s al4o done stunt work 
The biggest part of his seven-year acting career came in 
the movie "Dollars” starring Warren Beatty and Goldie 
Hawn and shot in Hamburg, Germany. He played a young 
West Point Army officer. 
Stiles admits he’s "sort” of a film nut. "Sort of” is an un­ 
derstatement 
"I once saw a different movie 63 nights in a row,” he said 
"I just simply love the film industry. I love being around it 
and I love being a part of it. I wouldn’t want to do anything 
else 
"But I wouldn’t suggest it for anybody. It’s a helluva lot 
harder than being the Player of the Game in the Rose Bowl 
The anxieties and frustrations are tremendous. Of course, 
it’s different if you’re working all the time but I don’t work 
all the time. 
" I ’m able to pay my bills because I do commercials. 1 even 
did stunt work for awhile. The last stunt I did was three 
years ago. I went out a window and dropped 12 feet to the 
ground. I hobbled off and I haven’t done another stunt 
since.” 
^ 
^ 
Stiles, 32. made the last tackle of his football life when he 
stopped Apisa on the goal line but he didn’t lose his 


enthusiasm for the sport. Or for his old s^ocrt. 
He may be the loudest UCLA fan on New Year s Day when 
the Bruins, in their first Rose Bowl appearance since 1966, 
take on No. 1-ranked Ohio State. The Buckeyes are two- 
touchdown choices. 


"You know it’s amazing the success UCLA has had in foot­ 
ball,” he said, "when you consider that the school doesn’t 
have a stadium on campus. This definitely has held th ^ 
back over the years. 
"I think UCLA could really be a national powerhouse if it 
did have a campus stadium. It’s something a lot of us alumni 
hope we can help the school get in the future.” 


Despite the fact that Ohio State beat the Bruins 41-20.this 
season. Stiles likes UCLA’s chances, 
"This UCLA team has a lot more guns then we had in 66,” 
he remarked. "I thought the only way Michigan SUte could 
lose was if their submarine sunk at Disneyland, They were 
huge. TTiey outmanned us in every position. 
"We were two-touchdown underdogs and I thought it 
should have been three or four. Yes, I d say this UCLA team 
has one heckuva chance. We already proved it can be done.” 


Heidmous and 
Hicks named 
polo all-CIF 


The fact that this was a big year for 
the Valley’s water polo teams was 
reflected in the voting for the all-CIF 3-A 
team.

McKay leaves with a win 


MEMPHIS. Tenn. (UPI) - Southern California Coach 
John McKay didn’t send his team into the Liberty Bowl 
against Texas A&M with a plea to win his last collegiate 
game for him. That’s never been his style. 
” 1 just told them to go out there and play hard.” said the 
52-year-old, white-haired veteran after his unranked Trojans 
stunned the sixth-ranked Aggies. 20-0. 
"Yes, I have some of those feelings,” McKay said, expres­ 
sing some emotion about his last college game before taking 
charge of the National Football League’s new Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers. “ But I don’t want to talk about them. I am just 
glad my boys saw fit to send me out on a winning note. I’m 
going to miss these boys.” 
Instead, the man who compiled a 127-40-8 record in 16 
years at Southern Cal wanted to savor an upset in which his 
offense pierced the vaunted Aggie defense for 315 yards and 
his defense matched the Aggies tackle for tackle. 
All-America running back Ricky Bell cracked 28 times for 
82 yards, shattering O J. Simpson’s Southern Cal rushing 
record on his way to being named the game’s most valuable 
player 
Quarterback Vince Evans, who’d had trouble passing all 
year, pricked the Aggie secx)ndary with six completions in 13 
attempts for 174 yards and one touchdown, a 76-yard screen 
pass to Bell. 
“ 1 think you saw a typically balanced SC offense.” McKay 
said. "Evans can throw. 1 think his thumb injured at mid­ 


season felt better. Others have said we’re the best balanced 
team in the nation. 
"I was surprised by the attitude of some people who 
thought Texas A&M was the only defensive team in the 
game,” he said. "I thought we might surprise some people 
on defense.” 
The Trojans surprised the Aggies, fashioning the first 
Liberty Bowl shutout since Oregon State beat Villanova 6-0 
in 1962 at Philadelphia. And, Bell confessed pleasant sur­ 
prise at the offensive performance as well. 
"I was a little surprised at how we could run on them,” 
said the 215-pound junior. "I lost some yards out there, but 
you get hurt when you’re slanting. Mostly, we just muscled 
them out.” 


Evans credited the Southern Cal offensive line. "Our of­ 
fensive line did a great job all night,” he said. And, he touted 
Bell, who finished third in balloting this year, for next year’s 
Heisman Trophy. "He’s got to be the best back in the 
country.” Evans said. 


"I think I’ll be a potential candidate next year,” Bell said. 
"But that won’t be my top consideration. I’ll just go out 
there and do my best and, if we win, maybe I’ll win it.” 
The Trojans showed their intent to go over instead of 
through the Aggie defense on their first drive, Evans passing 
on four of the first eight plays in moving from the Southern 
Cal 43 to the Aggie 28 for a Skip Walker field goal.

No one likes to eat fish that do 
not taste good, so a few notes on 
how to keep 'em fresh might be 
in order 
It is very important to keep 
the fish alive until they are 
ready to be cleaned and iced 
Best and most common method 
is to put them on a stringer, but 
do not run the stringer through 
both lips or the gills 
Hook the fish thru the lower 
lip 
This allows normal 
breathing Use a stringer that is 
long enough to put the fish in 
deep water where there is suf­ 
ficient oxygen to keep the fish 
alive A six-foot stringer with a 
heavy weight will accomplish 
this, and keep the fish from 
swimming to the surface IX) 
NOT forget to pull the stringer 
into the boat when moving or 
one may end up with a stringer 
of fish heads

Q Is there any truth to the rumors that Joe Paterno of Penn 
State is still thinking about going into coaching pro football*’ - 
D L , Oil City. Pa 
A My own special informant tells me there is. even though Joe 
did spurn that million dollar deal dangled by New England three 
seasons ago. But the hitch is that the effusive Penn State mentor 
will wait until ’77 before making his move because he wants to win 
a collegiate title first — and thinks he can do it with the squad he 
has returning in ’76. 


Q Why are there so many injuries in pro football this year, par­ 
ticularly knee injuries? — E.V.. Oakland, Calif. 
A. The savants like to say these things are cyclical But I think 
you’re more aware of injuries because of the injured reserve list 
which knocks a player out for the full season Detroit, at latest 
count, had 11 players on the list. But more pertinent. I think the 
proliferation of knee injuries in recent seasons is attributable in 
part to those concrete-hard artificial surfaces so many of the 
teams play on. 


Q. It’s not clear to me which divisions Tampa and Seattle will 
play in next year when they formally join the NFL Can you 
elucidate? - A.G., Sarasota. Fla 
A Tampa will play in the American Conference West in 76. with 
Seattle in the National Conference West The following year they 
switch conferences, with Tampa in the NFC Central and Seattle in 
the AFC Central, with an obvious eye to rooting them permanently 
in ’78 when the NFL expands to 30 teams and six divisions of five 
teams each 


Q What has happened to the Cleveland Browns9 I have been a 
Brown fan all my life and can’t believe what they look like now. - 
H.H., Canton. O. 
A. As the old Perfessor used to say, you could look it up, and in 
their long history the Browns had only one losing season until their 
disastrous 4-10 record last year and even more disastrous record 
this fall. Owner Art Modell, who stands to lose the most from their 
slump, blames it on "the wrong assessment of personnel in a 
climate of success ” Meaning they let people like Bo Cornell, Bob 
Matheson, Jack Gregory, Ron Johnson, Marv Upshaw and Jim 
Langer get away to other teams while drafting poorly »hemselves. 
So Coach Forrest Gregg just isn’t stocked with the talent he needs, 
such as a heavy duty running back. 


Q Is it true that there is a jinx on Heisman Trophy winners, that 
most of them do not make it in professional football? Because I’m 
wondering where that puts Archie Griffin of Ohio State. — L.S., 
Columbus. O. 
A. It’s true that in the last 15 years such collegiate standouts as 
Joe Bellino. Terry Baker. John Huarte and Gary Behan failed to 
succeed in pro football, and Pat Sullivan is barely hanging on as a 
Falcon quarterback. But there’s no jinx involved The above had 
football skills which were great for college football but weren't 
transferable to the pros. On the other hand, what’s wrong with 
such Heisman trophy recipients as Roger Staubach. Jim Plunkett 
and the one and only O.J. Simpson? If Griffin, a strong nominee to 
become the first two-time Heisman Award winner, is less than sen­ 
sational as a pro, it’ll only be due to his lack of size There aren't 
many 5-8 running backs in the NFL.

He noted since imposition of 
the requirement, work therapy 
programs already have been 
reduced in California to the 
detriment of patients and con­ 
sternation of their families and

Obledo asked the Department 
of Labor to allow California to 
reinstate its work therapy 
programs to the previous 
levels 
He also asked that if the 
government intends to carry 
out its threat to sue the state for 
refusing to comply with the 
requirement, the programs be 
allowed to continue during 
litigation "without the risk of 
additional monetary liability, 
should the federal government 
prevail " 
Obledo asked Dunlap, instead 
of proceeding with a lawsuit 
against the state, to join 
California in a federal 
declaratory relief action law­ 
suit which would decide 
whether the Labor Department 
had the legal authority to in­ 
stitute such regulations. 
The question before Dunlap. 
Obledo said, was whether the 
Labor Department can, "by 
bureaucratic hocus-pocus, con­ 
vert patients into civil servants 
and thereby interfere with the 
doctor-patient relationship 
"To me. this appears to be 
one more federal step in help­ 
ing bankrupt state governments 
via Disneyland — like 
regulatory processes." 
If the state acceded to the 
requirement, Obledo said, each 
patient who performed work at 
the hospital would be paid the 
minimum hourly wage of $2 20 
effective Jan. 1. 
The minimum wage would 
cost the state $2-million next 
year plus an additional $2.2- 
million in back wages retroac­ 
tive to Dec 1. 1974

No consolidation 


We are not sure how it all 
got started, but the considera­ 
tion of consolidation of all 
County law enforcement agen­ 
cies into one agency is, in our 
opinion, a bad idea. 
We go along with the Lom­ 
poc City Council in their action 
last week when the matter 
was brought before them. The 
County board of supervisors 
had originally received the 
idea request from the Santa 
Barbara Deputy Sheriff s As­ 
sociation and had sent it along 
to the City Council for their 
suggestions. The Council, in a 


3-2 vote, nixed the idea. 


We agree with the majority 
of the Council in that the 
supervisors should give some 
consideration to a study which 
has already been completed of 
probe of cost efficiencies — 
the Arthur D. Little study. We 
often wonder why government 
bodies don’t heed studies that 
they pay good money for, our 
money. 


The Arthur D. Little study 
recommends just the opposite 
approach of the deputy sherif­ 
fs’ unit. They say that better 


cost effectiveness would result 
in the cities of the north 
county extending their police 
protection to the adjacent un­ 
incorporated areas, such as 
Vandenberg Village and Mis­ 
sion Hills. 
Of course, such a recom­ 
mendation would no doubt be 
strongly opposed by the deputy 
sheriffs. 
One total unit law enforce­ 
ment agency for the county, 
although it may sound as a 
good cost-saving device, would 
be totally an erosion of home 
rule. This we cannot buy.

KIDNAP ADVICE: The Senate Inter­ 
nal Security Subcom m ittee, which usual­ 
ly confines itself to keeping track of sub­

“ p r o m i n e n t 
A m ericans’’ who could becom e kidnap 
victim s. 
Copies have been slipped to footloose 
Senators and C ongressm en, with the 
dark adm onition that it be “ kept con­ 
fidential.” 
The 
docum ent, 
cryptically 
entitled 
“ H ostage D efense M easures,” appears 
to be a codification of com m on sense. It 
offers advice that the State Departm ent 
long ago dispensed to diplom ats, officials 
and businessm en traveling abroad. 
In the pre-attack phase, counsels the 
docum ent, kidnapings by terrorists can 
often be thw arted sim p ly by being 
perceptive. “ The sam e car encountered 
in different parts of the city; young cou­ 
ples are observed loitering purposefully 
for long periods near the house or office; 
protracted repairs are m ade on a car 
which presum ably broke down outside 
one’s h om e.” 
P ro m in en t A m e ric a n s “ t r a v e l i n g 
abroad where terrorism is a danger” 
should “ avoid going out alon e.” should 
“ call ta x is.” should “ arrange to hire 
tour guides through the hotel or... travel 
agen cy,” should avoid “ street distur­ 
bances” and should “ be a lert’’ with 
strangers. 
But if all precautions fail and a kidnap­ 
ing occurs, the briefing manual advises, 
the victim “can help him self several 
w ays.” Among other things, for exam ­ 
p le. 
he should 
“ h e sita te 
to o ffer 
suggestions’’ and “ avoid standing in a 
window ” The manual also recom m ends 
that he “ pose no threat” and “ get rest.” 


The victim should “ start a calendar 
im m ed iately,” keeping track of tim e by 
the “ sounds of birds or traffic outside; 
rise and fall of tem perature (it is usually 
w arm er in the day in any clim ate); 
rhythm of m eals (likely to be the sam e 
the guards take) or habit patterns of the 
guards (usually m ore active during the 
d a y .)’’ 


While under interrogation, states the 
m anual, the victim should “ take a sim ­ 
ple. tenable position and stick to it.” He 
should also “be p olite” and “ never lose 
your tem p er.” It is best, too. for him to 
“ give short an sw ers” and “ not argue 
M arxist theory.” 


Upon release, a hostage should avoid 
an im m ediate “ free-sw inging press con­ 
feren ce.” Instead, he should wait until 
he has been debriefed and has caught up 
on the news. Then, after he has relaxed 
with the fam ily, he can “do credit to the 
story and to h im self.” 


D espite its optim istic tone, the docu­ 
ment carries this ominous note: “ The 
well-prepared victim has his affairs in 
order and his will up to date He has dis­ 
cussed with his w ife the possibility of be­ 
ing seized, and they have decided what 
she should do if he is — and also if he 
does not return ” 


PET FOODS: We recently quoted the 
findings of a Senate nutrition com m ittee 
that the poor are eating pet foods. A 
reporter contended that the com m ittee 
had based its statem ent upon an off-hand 
remark by a consum er advocate This 
has been used by the pet food industry in 
an attem pt to discredit both us and the 
com m ittee 


Now Dr Edward Peeples, a professor 
at Virginia Com m onwealth U niversity, 
has written an article backing up the 
com m ittee 
As a sociologist, he had 
studied dog food eating by the poor He

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
The great building robbery 


WASHINGTON - Foiled at the cros­ 
sroads! That is what, hopefully, is about 
to happen in the big building robbery 
plotted by conspiratorial m em bers of the 
House of R epresentatives. 
The Jam es M adison building, con­ 
structed for the Library of Congress and 
as a m em orial to one of the greatest 
thinkers am ong the 
men who founded the 
n a t i o n , 
w a s 
a s 
tem pting as a fortune 
in diam onds left in an 
unguarded shop win­ 
dow 
N ow n ea rly c o m ­ 
p leted . the M adison 
building is next door to 
the Cannon building, 
one of the first three 
m onum ental 
edifices 
that House m em bers 
and their com m ittee 
staffs occupy. There it w as close at hand 
so that a m em ber could duck in and out 
for rollcalls, Speaker Carl Albert and his 
close a ssociates argued. 
This conveniently ignored the fact that 
it would take two to three years and 
another $35 to $40 m illion to convert it 
from library to office space. It also ig­ 
nored the needs of the L ibrary of 
Congress which, despite rented space, is 
overflowing to the extent that books are 
piled on the floors and cataloging and 
professional use of this treasure trove 
are seriously handicapped. 
With the need for joint legislative a c­ 
tion. the Senate will alm ost certainly kill 
the m ove to seize the M adison should the 
House go through with the plot. Sen. 
Howard Cannon, vice chairm an of the

joint library com m ittee, is firm ly op­ 
posed and so is Sen. Lee M etcalf, who 
says, if it com es down to that, he will 
filibuster to block such a steal. 
The pressure on Albert and his cohorts 
for m ore and m ore and m ore space 
com es as the House votes increases in 
the staff that m em bers can em ploy and 
as com m ittees and subcom m ittees and 
their staffs proliferate. 
A m em ber is now entitled to have a 
staff of 18. increased from the form er 
allow ance of 10. He is granted $221.000 to 
pay for this staff, U> be divided any way 
he cares to, with a top lim it of $35.000 
salary to an individual. 
Many m em bers keep at least half the 
18 in their home districts. The advantage 
this gives an incum bent is obvious. He 
has a staff working for him at the ex­ 
pense of the taxpayer; which counts 
heavily as election nears. 
Working in offices so overcrowded 
they are practically sitting in each 
oth ers’ laps, staff people point out that 
they keep long hours just to stem the 
flood of letters from the hom e district. 


As the average citizen becom es m ore 
and m ore entangled with governm ent, 
increasing num bers of individuals call on 
their congressm an for help, adding to the 
burden. 


As for m ore com m ittee space, Albert 
and his cohorts ask how they are going to 
share responsibility with the executive 
branch if they are denied the use of ex ­ 
perts on com m ittee staffs. 


The new budget review , the m ilitary, 
foreign policy, all these are com plicated 
and difficult subjects that cannot be tos­ 
sed off by a hard-pressed representative 


whose constituents are dem anding he do 
som ething practical and quick about the 
recent flooding on the nearest river. 
But this proliferation in Washington — 
that dire word bureaucracy — is what 
turns most A m ericans off Alm ost every 
sa m p le of opinion sh o w s an anti- 
Washington response in one form or 
another. 
The symbol for the average Am erican, 
and he will be visiting his capital in 
droves in the bicentennial year, are the 
big office buildings that constantly rise. 
The House of R epresentatives is a 
runner-up in 
this con test with the 
Rayburn building that by som e estim ates 
is said to have cost $120 m illion and is 
without doubt one of the ugliest buildings 
anywhere. In its bastard monum ental 
style it is so w asteful of space that 
som eone must have planned it that way 
as a bad joke. 


Much is beard of the new FBI building. 
In its m assive alm ost m enacing ugliness, 
it is like som ething that might have 
com e out of Nazi Berlin transplanted to 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 


There is talk of denying the nam ing of 
the building after J. Edgar Hoover since 
the scandalous revelations of trickery 
and double-dealing in the ca se of Martin 
Luther King Jr. and others who fell afoul 
of the old dictator But there is a certain 
rough ju stice in that the man and the 
building d eserve each other. 


The great building robbery is only a 
phase, and perhaps a m inor phase, of the 
clam or for m ore and m ore space for 
m ore and m ore bureaucrats. If it is 
foiled it will at least be a lesson to the 
om nivorous, never-ending builders.

M etrecal is still with 
us and a few of the

I rem em ber at the tim e finding a 
bargain in the diet form ula advertised in 
the new spaper It w as packaged for a 
w ell known drug store chain and the in­ 
gredients 
and 
specifications 
for 
the 
product w ere identical to those on the 
M etrecal label The only difference w as 
that the price w as about 30 per cent less 
than the m ore fam ous product 
I decided to invest in som e of the stuff 
and went to the local drug store to pick 
up a couple of cases. All I found on the 
shelf was a few cans, so I went to the 
checkout counter and asked the girl 
w hether there w as any m ore of it 
anyw here around 
“ Hey G lad ys'” she shouted to the 
clerk at the only other checkout stand 
that w as open, som e five or six stalls 
away. “ Do w e have this stuff for fat peo­ 
ple in the case lots’’” 
Everybody in the store stopped what 
they w ere doing and turned in m y direc­ 
tion. surveying my port ly figure and nod­ 
ding affirm atively in such a way as to in­ 
dicate their agreem ent that I. indeed, 
w as an em ergency case 
I told the girl to forget it and fled as 
fast as I could 
There w ere som e m isunderstandings

—That th ere’s a M etrecal whiskey. It 
works really w ell. One guy who used it 
regularly lost 25 pounds and his driver’s 
license, 
—That M etrecal is really one of the 
m ajor scientific achievem ents of the 
century.
